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Foreword 


From the inception of the Linguistic Society of India in 1928 to 
date, Linguistics as a discipline has taken great strides. Linguistics is 
taught both at the undergraduate and postgraduate levels in many 
universities and linguistic research commands attention of international 
scholarship. However, whether one undertakes an assessment of the 
institutions engaged in linguistic studies, an assessment of disserta¬ 
tions submitted for postgraduate studies or a close examination of 
articles published in linguistic journals in India, certain recurring 
disturbing trends become apparent, which need immediate attention. 

There are languages belonging to at least four language families 
in India. Teaching and research is primarily concentrated on the Indo- 
Aryan and theDravidian. None of the universities have departments 
for the Munda or the Sino-Tibetan languages. This shows utter lack 
of concern for minority languages and cultures. This is naturally 
reflected in the postgraduate research findings as well as publications 
in Indian journals. 

Interdisciplinary research is more prominent by its absence. 
The boundary maintenance of disciplines and the jurisdictional debate 
inhibit initiating and pursuing serious research where different disciplines 
could come together. There is no wonder that no dissertation on 
language related matters has come out of Indian universities in 
disciplines such as Anthropology, Sociology, Political Science, 
Psychology etc. Contributions to such areas as scoiolinguistics, 
psycholinguistics, language planning and language pedagogy by other 
than linguists is consequently rare. 


Partially as a result of the lack of this cross fertilisation, partially 
because of a break of modern linguistics with the Indian tradition in 
this area and partly because of the Indian linguists engaged in 
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applying or validating the western models, the research in India has 
been data-oriented rather than theory-oriented. Unless theoretical 
insights are developed on the basis of indigenous data, Indian 
linguistics will continue to play second fiddle to the west and will 
remain irrelevant to the multilingual and multicultural countries of 
Asia, Africa and Latin America. 

A major shortcoming is the paucity of problem solving 
research. Language related research is a precondition to language 
development. Language use in education, administration and mass 
communication not only determines the character of the polity, but 
also influences the very structure of social relations. By accentuating 
inequalities or promoting .equality of opportunities it could generate 
conditions under which economic planning could either be frustrated 
or fulfilled. The insensitivity of the linguists to such questions match 
those of the other social scientists, planners and administrators. 

Another disturbing factor is the decline of historical research in 
the field of Linguistics. Both dissertations and journal publications 
attest this. India has a long tradition of historical research. The 
present trend, unless corrected will make the field of linguistics sterile. 

I hope this publication will help rectify some of these lacunae*

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Introduction 


The Journal : The Linguistic Society of India was founded in 
1928 to encourage and develop the scientific study of languages in 
general and Indian languages in particular. Its first inaugural 
meeting was held at the residence of Principal A. C. Woolner in 
Lahore on the first of April 1928 and was attended by enthusiastic 
linguists of Punjab. It was proposed that the Society should issue 
typed and cyclo-styled bulletins to its members. About nine of them 
were issued which contained discussions and observations on several 
linguistic problems. 

In the first general meeting of the Society held in November 
1928, it was decided to replace the bulletin by a printed journal called 
Indian Linguistics to appear at convenient intervals during the year. 
The first issue of this journal was brought out in 1931. 

The Society functioned at its Lahore office since its foundation 
till the year 1938. During this period, six volumes of Indian 
Linguistics were published. The first of these had six parts (3 
issues) and the remaining five formed five different parts of the 
Sir George Grierson Commemoration Volume. After the death of 
Woolner the general meeting of the Society was held at Trivandrum 
in 1937. It was decided that the Office of the Society be transferred 
from Lahore to Calcutta and the responsibility of running the Society 
be given to Professors Suniti Kumar Chatterji and Sukumar Sen- 
The Journal was issued as a quarterly for two years and then it 
became difficult to continue it due to financial difficulties. But owing 
to the generous donations of the Government of Bengal and others, 
the Society resumed its work again and nine volumes, 7 to 15, of 
Indian Linguistics were issued from the Calcutta Office of the Society. 
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The first 15 volumes of Indian Linguistics published in 
these two stages were not available in their original edition for some 
time. They were brought out by the Society in a new reprint edition 
in three parts due to the efforts of Professor S. M. Katre. In 1954, 
the Society was registered as a public Society at Calcutta. 

In November 1955, the Indian Philological Association which had 
been functioning at Poona since 1945, was merged with the Linguistic 
Society of India and the office and management of the Society were 
transferred from Calcutta to the Deccan College, Poona. A new charter 
was framed for the Society and it was registered as a Public Trust in 
1966. 

Linguistic Society of India right from its inception from 1928 to 
1977 December has published 38 Volumes of Indian Linguistics . 
Volumes 1 to 15 were reprinted in three bound volumes as mentioned 
above. Bound volume 1 contains volumes 1 to 4 ( i . e. one volume 
per year) covering the years from 1931 to 1934. Bound volume 2 
contains volumes 5 to 8 covering the years from 1935 to 1944. 
During this long period of ten years the Society published only four 
volumes one each in 1935, 1936, 1939 and the fourth one for the 
period of 1940-44. Thus there is a gap of two years (1937 and 1938) 
in which no volume was published. Bound volume 3 contains 
volumes 9 to 15 covering the years from 1944 to 1956. Volume 9 was 
published for the years 1944-48, Volume 10 in 1948, Volume 11 in 
1949-50, Volume 12 in 1951-52 and 1952-53, Volume 13 in 1953, 
Volume 14 in 1954 and Volume 15 in 1955-56 of these, the fourteenth 
was dedicated to the momory of Professor Jules Bloch. 

Volume 16 was published in 1955 as a special number to felicitate 
Proff ssor Suniti Kumar Chatterji on his 65th birth day. Volume 17 
for the year 1955-56 was published in June 1957 as Taraporewala 
Memorial Volume. Volume 18 was published in 1957 as Bagchi 
Memorial Volume . Volume 19 parti was published in 1958 and volume 
20 (as volume 19 part II) was published in 1959 as Turner Jubilee 
Volumes . Volumes 21 to 24 were published between 1960 and 1963, 
one each per year, Volume 25 was published in 1964 as Saxena 
Felicitation Volume and Volume 26 was published in 1965 as Sukumar 
Sen Felicitation Volume , Volume 27 and 28 which were published in 
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1966 and 1967 respectively as Meenakshi Sundaran Felicitation 
Volumes. Volumes 29 part I and 30 (r.e. Volume 29 part II) which were 
published in 1968 and 1969 respectively as Katre Felicitation Volumes. 

From the year 1970 Linguistic Socieity of India started 
publishing four parts of each volume every year. They were 
numbered as 31-1, 31-2, 31-3, 31-4. Similarly the Society has published 
38 Volumes by the end of December 1977. Among these Volume 38 
No. 3 was published in September 1977 as Professor S. K. Chatterji 
Memorial Volume . 

System of Classification : 

This classified bibliography consists of all the articles published 
in Indian Linguistics from volumes 1 to 38 covering the years 1931 to 
1977 December. Thus it covers the total duration of 46 years. This 
classified bibliography is based on a new classification system which is 
a modification over the earlier one made by Dr. H. S. Biligiri and 
Mrs. C. R. Sulochana and reported in the book Classification for 
Linguistics and Languages - A modified Approach Based on Decimal 
Classification published by the Central Institute of Indian Languages, 
Mysore. The present modified classification was prepared by the Data 
Processing Unit of the Institute for the bibliography of doctoral 
dissertations and other documentary work of the Institute. The rationale 
of this classification is given in the introduction to the Classified 
Bibliography of Doctoral disserations on Indian Languages ( CI1L 1978) 
The difficulties in assigning the titles to different classes are also 
discussed in that introduction.

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Format : 

This Bibliography consists of three parts (1) Introduction 

(2) Classification of articles and Reviews (3) Indices. 

The Classification part is again sub-divided into three sub-parts 
(1) Classification of articles under the main classes and their 
respective sub-classes (2) Classification of Reviews and Notices 

(3) Classification cf miscellaneous. 

There are two Indices v/z., (1) Author index (2) Language 

Index. 

Classification of articles under main classes and sub-classes 
is done according to the classification system mentioned above. 
First, the main class is mentioned and below that sub-classes are given. 
Then listing of articles starts with a serial number, author’s name (last 
name is given in the beginning) then the title of the article, followed 
by the volume number, year and page numbers. 

Any special iniormation such as bound volumes (as in 
the case of first 15 volumes) or Jubliee volumes or commemoration 
volumes is indicated suitably in parentheses after indicating the page 
numbers. To illustrate, let us take a couple of examples.

Jubilee •Volume . Authors’ names are arranged according to the 
alphabatical order of their last names or actual names, as the case 
may be, within each main and sub-class. 
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In the second part i.e. Reviews and Notices, first the Author’s 
name whose book is being reviewed is given. Then the title of the book, 
place of publication, year in which published, price of the book, if 
given, are mentioned. After this, in the next line reviewer’s name 
is mentioned followed by volume number, part number, if any, year 
and page numbers of review article published in Indian Linguistics . To 
illustrate this let us take a couple of examples from the Review part.

In the third part i.e . Miscellaneous articles dealing with 
memoriam, message, communications etc., are included. 

Of the two indices, first one is the author index in which 
authors’ names are listed in the alphabitical order with the 
classified numbers of articles mentioned against their names. If 
there are any reviews made by the authors such rewiews are listed 
immediaty below the list of articles. For example, a sample 
entry is listed from the Author Index : 

11. Ananthanarayana, H.S. 248, 249, 445 

R. 62, 106 

Here ‘R’ refers to the articles under Reviews. Numbers mentioned 
above ‘R’ indicate articles that are classified into various main 
and sub-classes of the classification system. 

The second one is the Language Index. All the languages 
whether Indian or foreign which are dealt in Indian Linguistics are 
listed in the alphabetical order of the language. If there are any 
dialects of the concerned language, they are grouped within that 
language. To group a particular variety or dialect under language 
we have followed the Language Handbook on Mothertongues in 
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Census edited by R. C. Nigam, Assistant Registrar General, Office of 
the Registrar General of India, Language Division 1972. When the 
name of a dialect or variety is not listed in the census, the linguists’ 
grouping has been utilised.

It was planned to show the trend of frequency of articles in the 
different main classes in five year blocks. But as mentioned earlier 
the publication of volumes was not uniform throughout and so the 
46 years were divided into nine groups as follows : 

1 1931 to 1935 

2 1936 to 1944 

3 1944 to 1950 

4 1951 to 1955 

5 1956 to 1960 

6 1961 to 1965 

7 1966 to 1970 

8 1971 to 1975 

9 1976 to 1977 

In 1937 and 1938 the Society did not publish any volume. 
Thus there is a gap of two years in the second block.

There was no yearly publication for some period. For instance, 

I Volume 8 was published for the period of 1940-44, Volume 9 for 
1944-48, Volume 11 for 1949-50 and Volume 15 for 1955-56. The 

i 

last block has only two years. Thus each block does not have 
uniformly five years and therfore the number of articles in each volume 
also differs. These should be kept in mind while studying the trend 
in terms of distribution of articles into major classes. 

Analysis: Total articles published in Indian Linguistics are 676. 
This does not include articles under Miscellaneous and Reviews. 
There are 114 Reviews, i.e., 114 books were reviewed for the total 
period of 46 years. There are 16 articles under miscellaneous 
group. The total number of authors who have contributed papers 
to the Indian Linguistics is 372. The total number of languages 
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including its, varieties, whether Indian or foreign, covered in the 
Indian Linguistics is 111. 

The number of articles on Descriptive Linguistics is 296 which 
is the largest in number followed by that on Historical Linguistics 
which is 192. Third is on the Sociolinguistics with 80 articles, fourth 
on Applied Linguistics with 52 aricles. The position of the remaining 
areas of Linguistics is as follows: Phonetics 16, Ethnolinguistics 10, 
Phycholinguistics 10. Language relations 7 Computational Linguistics 
4, Writing System 4, History of Linguistics 3, Mathematical/Statistical 
Linguistics 1, Biology and Neurology of Languages 1. 

In Descriptive Lingustics more articles (141) are found on 
Morphology and Syntax of which 100 articles are under the Structural 
model, 36 articles under Transformational model, 2 on Case Grammar, 

2 on Tagmemics and 1 on Traditional grammar. 

The next largest group is phonology having 70 articles of which 
65 articles are on Structural linguistics, lion Generative phonology 
and 4 on Systemic phonology. 

The third largest group is Indian Grammatical Tradition 
consisting of 45 articles. 

In Historical Linguistics also more number of articles (39) are 
found on Morphology and Syntax. Next comes Phonology with 37 
articles. There are 46 articles on Etymology and 23 articles on 
Analysing old texts, 17 articles on Semantics, 4 on Inscriptions and 26 
on General Historical Linguistics. 

In Sociolinguistics, largest number of articles 29 is on 
Dialectology followed by Language contact and Influence including 
borrowings 22. There are 5 articles on Language Planning and 
Development and 3 on Toponomy and 17 on General Sociolinguistics. 

In Applied Linguistics the largest number is on Stylistics and 
Textual criticism with 19 articles each. This is followed by 
Lexicography with 11 articles. 

From the Trend chart one can find that upto 1950 the number 
of articles in Historical Linguistics is greater than those in 
Descriptive Linguistics. This higher proportion begins to decline after

this period until it reachesthe low level of only 25 percent of 
articles in Descriptive Linguistics. There is no trend perceptible in 
Sociolinguistics and it may be due to the clasification system such 
as grouping articles on Borrowing under Sociolinguistics. There is an 
increase in the number of reviews. 

Out of the 114 books reviewed there are 65 on Indian 
publications and 49 on foreign publications. 

From the Language Index, one may find that all the four 
language families of India viz., (1) Indo-Aryan (2) Dravidian 
(3) Tibeto-Burman (4) Austro-Asiatic are covered. 

Out of the 111 languages including Indian and foreign languages 
covered in the journal the largest number of articles is on Sanskrit 
followed by Hindi and Tamil. The Number of articles in Hindi will 
increase if the names considered to be dialects by some linguists but 
listed here separately following the census are also included. 

The order of major Indian languages in terms of the number of 
articles published in Indian Linguistics is as follows :
